Take  Out  Doctors  Degrees 
and  Return  to  Resume  Po- 
sition in  Fall;  New  Leaders 
Appointed  in  Departments.

Professors  Fred  Buss,  Charles  E. 
Maw,  B.  F.  Larsen,  and  Hermese 
Peterson  of  the  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
vei%ity  faculty,  ha^e  been  granted 
sabbatical  leaves  of  absence  for  next 
year.  Professors  Buss  and  Maw  will 
go  to  Stanford  where  they  will  con- 
tinue their  work  in  geology  and 
chemistry,  respectively,  and  Profes- 
sors Larsen  and  Peterson  will  be 
registered  in  eastern  universities 
where  they  will  engage  in  work  along 
their  particular  lines. 

The  following  professors  who  have 
been  gone  on  sabbatical  leaves  of 
absence  this  year,  getting  their  doc- 
tors degrees,  will  resume  their  posi- 
tions in  the  institution  at  the  opening 
of  the  new  school  year,  in  the  fol- 
lowing departments:  Professor  Wm. 
J.  Snow„  who  has  been  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  for  two  years, 
in  the  history  department;  Professor 
M.  Wilford  Poulson,  who  has  been 
at  Chicago,  in  the  psychology  de- 
partment; and  Professor  Carl  F. 
Eyring,  who  has  been  working  at  the 
California  Institute  of  Technology,  in 
the  mathematics  department. 

In  addition,  Professor  Franklin 
Madsen  who  at  present  is  studying 
in  Europe,  will  return  to  the  school 
to  resume  his  work  in  the  music  de- 
partment, and  Professor  E.  H.  East- 
mond  who  is  registered  in  the  Univer- 
sity of  Washington,  will  also  return 
to  continue  his  work  in  the  art  de- 
partment. 

The  faculty  of  the  school  will  be 
further  strengthened  by  the  addition 
of  a number  of  new  members.  Elmer 
I.  Miller,  the  present  superintendent 
of  the  Alpine  school  district,  who  has 
done  graduate  work  at  Stanford, 
Chicago,  and  Wisconsin,  will  be  as- 
sociate professor  in  the  department  of 
economics;  Miss  Elizabeth  Cannon, 
will  be  an  instructor  in  foods  and 
nutrition,  in  the  home  economics  de- 
partment; Miss  Emma  Brown,  former 
supervisor  in  the  Nebo  district  schools 
will  assume  the  position  of  supervisor 
of  elementary  teaching;  and  Wilma 
Jeppson,  will  have  charge  of  the 
physical  education  for  women. 

The  following  new  instructors  have 
been  engaged  in  the  various  depart- 
ments, A.  Ray  Olpin,  mathematics 
Carl  J.  Christensen, -chemistry;  Stew- 
art Williams,  physics;  Edward  M.

The  graduation  exercises  of  the 
Junior  College,,  two  year  normals, 
will  be  given  in  College  Hall  Tues- 
day evening,  June  5th  at  8 o’clock. 

Particular  significance  is  attached  to 
the  program  due  to  the  fact  that  it 
is  the  largest  class  from  the  institu- 
tion to  receive  the  first  class  certifi 
cation.

Co-operating  with  the 
normal  class,  they  have  launched  a 
project  for  the  acquiring  of  a library 
for  the  training  school  which  ac- 
cording to  officials  has  been  a long 
felt  need.  Plans  are  quite  thoroughly 
promulgated  and  by  the  end  of  the 
year  a big  start  will  be  made  towards 
filling  that  pressing  need.

One  of  the  most  valuable  features 
of  “The  Hobo”,  a special  science 
book  by  Nels  Anderson  which  has 
been  published  very  recently,  is  the 
fact  that  the  author’s  experiences  in 
life  peculiarly  fitted  him  to  write  on 
the  subject.  He  has  always  been  a 
keen  student  of  life  both  from  the 
scholastic  standpoint  ond  that  of  in- 
timate contact  with  the  class  of  people 
he  wished  to  write  abdut. 

He  firs  came  to  Utah  as  a tramp 
workman  about  twelve  years  ago.  On 
arriving  at  Salt  Lake  City  he  went 
into  a home  and  asked  for  food.  The 
woman  was  a member  of  the  L.  D. 
S.  church  and  believer  that  “man 
should  not  live  by  bread  alone,”  so 
while  Anderson  ate  her  food  he  also 
listened  to  the  first  principals  of  the 
gospel  interpreted  by  his  hostess.  At 
that  time  he  was  not  particularly 
looking  for  religious  sermons,  but  as 
he  left  the  good  woman  he  began  to 
think  over  the  things  he  had  heard. 

He  went  from  there  to  Southern 
LItah  and  as  he  came  into  further  I 
contact  with  the  Mormon  people  he 
was  baptized  into  their  church.  Later 
he  decided  to  attend  the  Brigham 
Young  University.  He  has  more  to 
his  credit  than  has  the  usual  college 
graduate,  for  he  aimed  at  a degree 
and  in  spite  of  opposition,  monetary 
and  otherwise,  lie  reached  his  goal. 
One  he  loaned  a sum  of  money  to  a 
friend  and  as  he  didn’t  get  it  back 
things  looked  dark  for  the  future.  He 
testified  in  his  theology  class  that 
“money  will  come  some  how,”  and 
it  did.  A fortnight  later  a man  in 
southern  Utah  with  whom  he  had  a 
slight  acquaintance  but  from  whom  he 
had  expected  to  receive  nothing, 
sent  him  $20  with  the  words, 
“thought  maybe  you’d  need  it.” 

Mr.  Anderson  was  always  a prom- 
inent student  at  school.  He  was  a 
brilliant  debater  and  one  of  the  best 
sociology  students  who  ever  left  the 
University.  He  was  graduated  in 
1920,  during  which  year  he  was  editor 
of  the  Banyan.  He  has  taught  school 
two  years,  he  served  his  country  in 
France  during  the  World  War  and 
after  the  armistice  found  an  oppor- 
tunity to  do  some  work  in  the  French 
schools.  He  has  long  had  the  am- 
bition to  write  his  “hobo”  book  and 
when  he  left  the  last  time  for 
Chicago  he  “tramped”  his  way  there 
to  get  more  material.  He  is  now  a 
graduate  student  in  the  University 
of  Chicago  and  is  working  in  connec- 
tion with  several  social  organizations 
behalf  of  the  “hobo.”  The  book 
which  will  be  a valuable  addition  to 
that  line  of  work  tells  of  the  lives 
and  habits  of  the  homeless  men,  par- 
ticularly of  “Hobohemia”  of  Chicago.

A press  fight  is  being  conducted  at 
the  University  of  California  and  at 
Stanford  to  oust  women  from  the 
universities.

Widtsoe  Continues 
Talk  On  Colorado 
River  Possibilities 


Apostle  John  A.  Widtsoe  gave  the 
second  of  a series  of  lectures  on 
“Scientific  Problems”  Wednesday. 
He  gave  in  detail'  the  incidents  that 
happened  in  his  trip  down  the  Colo- 
rado  river. 

“We  had  our  boats  as  comfortable 
as  possible,  always  twisting  and  turn- 
ing down  the  river.  After  many 
windings  we  saw  before  us  the  his- 
toric ‘Crossing  of  the  Fathers,’  This 
was  a remarkable  place  where 
Escalante  crossed  in  1776.  He 
named  the  Indians  in  that  section  of 
the  country.  He  settled  at  the  mouth 
of  Spanish  Fork  river  where  he  trad- 
ed with  the  Indians  and  named  the 
streams  and  mountains.  For  some 
unaccountable  reason  he  missed  the 
opportunity  of  discovering  the  Great 
Salt  Lake. 

“He  went  south  to  Monterey  by 
way  of  Nephi  and  crossed  the  Grand 
Canyon  at  the  Crossing  of  the 
Fathers.  A detailed  diary  of  every- 
thing that  happened  was  kept. 

Farther  down  we  found  Aztec  Can- 
yon. We  explored  it  for  the  first  time 
from  that  end.  There  were  many 
evidences  of  a by-gone  life  in  the 
many  cliff  dwellings.  These;  were 
accessible  from  the  river  only,  and 
are  huge  treasure  houses  for  men  who 
are  seeking  treasures. 

“In  a side  canyon  we  found  the 
greatest  wonder  known  to  man,  Rain- 
bow Arch.  It  is  three  hundred  feet 
from  end  to  end,  and  three  hundred 
feet  from  top  to  bottom.  It  is  red 
sandstone.  It  was  discovered  by  a 
woman.  There  is  a lure  to  the  place. 
One  feels  like  saying  ‘look  and  see 
what  God  has  wrought.’ 

“After  ten  day’s  voyage  we  com- 
pleted our  journey  and  landed  at 
Lee’s  Ferry..  At  John  D.  Lee’s  cabin 
we  enjoyed  ourselves  very  much. 
John  D.  Lee  led  a romantic  life  there 
until  he  was  finally  arrested  and  taken 
away. 

“There  was  scientific  value  to  this 
expedition.  There  are  problems  in 
every  person’s  front  door  which  are 
accessible  for  the  advancement  of 
science. 

“This  is  a tremendous  river  for 
power  and  irrigation.  But  it  is  a fit- 
ful undervidual.  In  the  fall  it  is 
safe  enough.  One  can  almost  wade 
some  parts,  but  in  the  spring  it  is 
filled.  Fifty  or  seventy  five  feet  above 
out  head  we  could  see  the  water  mark 
made  by  the  spring  floods. 

“The  best  place  for  dams  is  at 
Lee’s  Ferry.  Before  long  we  can 
take  a train  down  there  and  then 
have  a wonderful  boat  ride  through  a 
beautiful  scenic  country.” 

“We  must  control  that  river  for 
four  resasons:  to  save  that  valley,  to 
have  power,,  to  provide  irrigation,  and 
to  help  the  dominion  of  man.”

GRANT  PROFESSORS 
SABBATICAL  LEAVES 
FOR  COMING  YEAR

The  “Y’s”  first  year  as  an  actual 
participant  in  Rocky  Mountain  Con- 
ference cpllegiate  competition  has 
not  been  marked  by  any  outstanding 
red-letter  events;  but  this  lack  of 
championship  banners  has  not  dis- 
heartened the  coach,  or  the  athletes, 
or  the  students  and  patrons  of  the 
school.  It  has  been  a year  of  trials 
that  might  face  any  one  of  the  am- 
bitious college  “grads”  of  the  world 
entering  upon  their  life’s  work; 
and  after  all.  college  athletics  is  just 
one  division  of  collegiate  activities 
that  have  as  their  aim  the  quicken- 
ing of  a student’s  make  up  to  enable 
him  to  meet  defeat  or  victory  and 
carry  through. 

Commencing  the  year’s  competi- 
tion with  no  outstanding  football 
proteges,  with  a disorganized  squad 
of  basketeers  and  only  a few  stray 
stars  in  other  fields  of  sport,  the 
Y”  men  have  not  gone  far  from 
the  general  result  of  such  conditions 
defeat  though  experience.  It  is 
the  desire  for  a bit  of  a change  with 
the  confidence  acquired  by  the  ath- 
letes in  the  year’s  activities  that 
Coach  Twitchell  is  counting  upon  in 
next  year’s  campaign. 

If  nothing  else,  the  B.  Y.  U.  can 
boast  of  having  had  to  bolster  her 
football  machine  against  the  strong- 
est squads  in  the  Rocky  Mountain 
conference  during  Ijhe  192£  season 
and  with  the  attack  of  it  all  not  one 
of  those  teams  reached-  the  50-point 
mark  in  scoring  against  her.  The  ‘U’ 
champions  registered  the  highest 
score  at  49. 

In  spite  of  the  many  defeats,  in- 
terspersed with  one  victory  oyer  Cor- 
bett’s Wyoming  ‘U’  cowboys,  there 
wasn’t  a team  in  the  entire  confer- 
ence that  didn’t  take  everything  se- 
rious with  the  Mormon  boys  for  the 
first  three  quarters  of  any  game. 

A big  feature  of  the  basketball  sea- 
son was  the  fact  that  the  B.  Y.  U. 
finished  in  the  cellar  after  having 
taken  Utah  down  to  defeat  in  the  first 
games,  while  Utah  later  emerged 
with  the  pennant.  The  U.  of  U. 
adopted  the  ‘Y’  style  of  game  after

son and  came  back  and  defeated  the 
‘Y’  with  their  same  brand  of  ball. 

The  Young  Track  and  Field  prote- 
ges hailed  through  the  season  with 
only  one  victory  to  perch  on*  their 
standard.  She  defeated  the  Aggie  ag- 
gregation by  a six  point  margin  in 
the  first  dual  meet  of  the  season  and 
then  lost  to  the  ‘U’  in  the  second  dual 
meet.  She  finished  third  in  the  state 
meet.  The  ‘Y’  took  sixth  place  in  the 
conference  meet  in  Colorado.  The 
keenest  disappointment  registered 
there  was  the  failure  of  Miiller  to 
place  in  the  440  yard  run.  The  draw- 
ing of  the  tenth  track  by  the  “red- 
headed flash”  proved  his  undoing. 
He  placed  second  in  his  heat,  but  was 
eliminated  because  of  the  slowness  of 
the  heat. 

Teh  only  championship  that  the 
B.  Y.  U.  acquired  during  the  season 
was  registered  in  one  of  the  minor 
sports,  that  of  wrestling.  Collegiate 
wrestling  has  not  been  listed  as  ..a 
competitive  game  in  Utah  for  many 
years  up  until  the  present  season. 
With  Wilkins,- Lundell  and  Blackham, 
heavyweights,  respectively,  the  ‘Y’  has 
three  men  who  promise  well  to  give 
battle  to  anything  in  their  weights. 

The  Young  swimmers  took  a step 
up  the  ladder  to  the  state  swimming 
championship,  when  they  came  a close 
second  in  the  state  race,  while  Manson 
and  Dixon  represented  the  school  in 
the  conference  meet  in  Colorado  in 
both  double  and  singles.  They  were 
eliminated  in  the  doubles  playing  in 
the  semifinals  with  one  of  the  A.  C. 
tennis  champs.  Dixon  was  eliminated 
by  Phelps  of  the  Denver  ‘U’  in  the 
finals  after  playing  five  sets.  This 
was  Dixon’s  first  defeat  of  the  year. 

Baseball  was  finally  abandoned 
for  the  season  with  the  news  from 
the  ‘U’  lair  that  their  finances  had 
hit  a barge  of  sand  and  they  would  be 
unable  to  carry  through.  The  B.  Y. 
is  doing  their  utmost  to  see  that 
complete  baseball  program  is  carried 
through  in  next  year’s  competition. 
With  the  listing  of  baseball  as  an  ac- 
tivity at  the  ‘Y’  it  is  probable  that 
couple  of  four  letter  men  might 
spring  into  prominence. 


At  the  last  Student  Body  Council 
meeting  it  was  decided  upon  to  have 
the  Student  Body  Honor  Pin  changed 
so  that  the  Block  “Y”  would  stand  out 
more  prominently  by  reducing  the 
size  of  the  bee  hive  and  enlarging  the 
size  of  the  “Y”.
